Cover Story 


HART ARBOR PRESS 


Several weeks before this report was 
written Wally Hart called me aside at a 
South Creek winter shoot and handed 
me the press pictured on this months 
cover. That event was the culmination of 
many months of effort. 

At the IBS Winter Meeting in Allen- 
town, Wally had shown me a sample of 
the proposed arbor press. It was far from 
the finished product but it reflected his 
usual approach to things — done right 
or not at all. 

Plagued by the need for a truly high- 
quality arbor press, available within 
reasonable time limits, Wally set out to 
make a product which would fill the 
need. 

It appears that there are those within 
the ranks of the target shooting frater- 
nity who will settle for nothing but the 
best, cost being a relatively unimportant 
consideration. This press is aimed at 
that market. If you are looking for a good 
press with a bargain price it is not this 
one. 

There are many excellent arbor 
presses on the market and this one does 
not take anything away from these items. 
They all perform a necessary function 
and offer good value. Remember that 
some of us drive Chevrolets and others 
drive Lincolns or Cadillacs. It is a matter 
of choice. 

Being one to shy away from superla- 
tives | will not refer to this as the 
Cadillac of arbor presses, but will simply 
state the facts as | see them. If you care 
to hang a title on it go ahead. 
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Made in the R.W. Hart shop this press 
is a combination of blued steel and 
aluminum, which is anodized a rather at- 
tractive gold color. It makes a pleasant 
contrast. 

The workmanship is ‘“‘Hart’’ all the 
way. Wally has obviously carried on the 
family tradition with flying colors. It is a 
press to compare with the Hart actions 
and triggers. Top shelf! 

Featuring a hand lapped gear, and the 
smoothness to go with it, the press per- 
formed all functions for which this type 
of machine is utilized with ease. Initially 
my sample acted like it had a bit of lap- 
ping compound in it. (Each ram and gear 
are hand lapped to a smooth fit). A quick 
squirt of WD-40 washed away any re- 
maining git and the press was much 
smoother than before. 

| did not dis-assemble the machine as 
| felt it was not needed. The bronze bear- 
ings could be seen from the outside as 
they fit the full width of the top support 
for added strength. 

The top support is adjustable with an 
adequate handle capped by a black 
plastic ball. The handle tilts just enough 
to be handy. 

The post and base are of blued steel 
and the base sports a rubber pad. This 
will be neat as it will not show scratches 
or mar your favorite hand die. A bonus 
point. 

The handle which operates the ram is 
neatly capped on each end with a plastic 
cap and the center of the handle has 
been nothced to accept the spring 
loaded ball which serves as a detent to 
keep the handle in the mid-position. 

The handle pulls out of this notch for 
easy operation at any desired position. 

The base of the ram has a brass cap to 
prevent damage to expensive dies. The 
top of the ram is not pinned and can be 
lowered to achieve any position with 
regard to the work of the moment. This 
also is used to control spring tension. 

To set this, simply turn the ram out of 
the gear and tighten the spring by rotat- 
ing the handle toward you for more pres- 
sure. Away from you will lighten the 
spring tension. | set my sample at a point 
where it would positively return the ram 
without unnecessary force. 

Operating this press is a pleasure as it 
is smooth and a joy to watch. The return 
spring especially intrigued me as it 
removed one of the minor bothers of the 
arbor press, returning the handle. 

The return spring is housed under an 
aluminum cover on the left side of the 
machine. It offers adequate tension for 
all chores. 

Available without the spring at $72.95, 
or with the spring for $10.00 more, this 
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press will probably make a large dent in 
the arbor press market. There are those 
who will just ‘‘have-to-have one” for it is 
indeed an excellent product worthy of 
the R.W. Hart & Son, Inc. label.

Bullet Seating Depth 


by Fletcher Williams

To a benchrest shooter, correct seat- 
ing depth is very closely related to the 
overall performance of the rifle. Without 
it all of the other efforts of the shooter 
would be hampered. Relating to this 
problem, some age-old questions have 
been: 

e Do |! seat the bullet to touch the 
lands? 

e@ If so, how much? 

e@ Do | seat the bullet to “jump” to the 
lands? 

e lf so, how far off the lands? 

| feel that the answer to the above 
questions is related to the individual rifle 
and the chosen powder charge. This 
subject has been ‘‘kicked around” for as 
long as we have had benchrest shooters. 
After much experimentation, | have set- 
tled on the individual method which 
serves me best. In any phase of the 
sport, a method which gives an_ in- 
dividual results that he can live with 
should be considered. 

It is hoped that this article will help 
other shooters solve two bullet seating

questions. The first is a way to establish 
bullet seating depth or overall cartridge 
length (O.A.L.) for a new or different ri- 
fle, and the second is to be able to go to 
a different lot or brand of bullet. After all, 
our only objective is to produce some 
“slack gradders’”’ like the other guys al- 
ways seem to have. 

To start with | take a case that has 
been fired in the chamber. A bullet is 
seated as far out as possible and the 
O.A.L. recorded. After the round has 
been carefully chambered and the bolt 
closed it is removed. Again the O.A.L. is 
recorded. The difference in the two 
O.A.L.’s is relative to the distance the 
bullet has been forced back into the 
case by the lands. My seating die is ad- 
justed for the new O.A.L. and another 
dummy round made up. Using very fine 
steel wool, | polish the bullet before it is 
chambered. The round is then carefully 
placed in the rifle, trying to avoid touch- 
ing the bullet on the chamber wall 
and/or the bottom of the throat. The bolt 
is closed and the round carefully ex- 
tracted, again trying to avoid touching. If 
the bullet has engaged the lands, there 
will be peripheral points or marks on the 
bullet. The amount of contact that | look 
for is a point rather than elongated 
marks. If the bullet has been etched by 
deep and/or elongated marks, it has 
been pushed too far into the lands. By 
making adjustments on the seating die, 
the desired contact can be found and 
this O.A.L. recorded. As explained later, 
| adjust my die to make my final O.A.L. 
just long enough to make the marks dis- 
appear. This then allows my bullets to 
“jump” to the lands. The next step is to 
go to the range and fire a few groups at

construction — for 


this setting. Then | place a .010” feeler 
gauge between the seater cap and top of 
the die. This effects a .010” increase in 
the O.A.L. A few groups are tried at this 
setting. Additional seating changes are 
made by increasing the feeler gauge 
thickness (by .005” in each step) until 
the desired results are achieved. This 
final O.AL. is also recorded. | feel that 
this method allows me to effect seating 
depth changes quickly between relays 
as necessary. 

Thanks to Alvin Davidson, of Las 
Cruces, New Mexico, the chore of going 
from one lot of bullet or changing brands 
no longer is a problem. Davidson makes 
a little two piece tool he calls a ‘‘seating 
depth checker.’’ This tool fits between 
the jaws of a dial or vernier caliper. One 
part is the “throat” area and the other is 
seating base for case head. Once these 
are locked to the jaws, a loaded round 
can be measured from the contact on the 
ogive to the base of the cartridge. For 
recordkeeping, | refer to this as the 
O.T.B. distance. Since the overall 
lengths of bullets can, and do, vary, | feel 
that this distance (O.T.B.) is more impor- 
tant than the O.A.L. Very little variation 
has been found (by me) in the point of 
contact to the base of custom bullets. By 
using a proven round as my control, | 
only have to adjust the O.T.B. of any new 
bullet to that of my control. In the past, | 
have been able to get the expected 
results with only minor seating and/or 
powder changes. If a different bullet 
weight is selected, some adjustment to 
the powder charge is probably necess- 
ary. 

In a recent issue of Precision Shoot- 
ing, an article by Rick Hornbeck dis- 
cusses the measurement of the ogive to 
base distance in bullets. The little David- 
son tool can also be used, with the 
calipers, to accomplish this.

Ap- 
parently he was obligated to desig- 
nate in advance which one would 
count. If he participated in additional 
similar courses of fire during the 
season these aggregates were valid 
for local awards only. 

There were 645 benchrest shooters 
in good membership standing, and 
there were 20 affiliated clubs. Active 
Eastern hot spots were located at 
DuBois, Wilkes Barre, Lewistown, Al- 
toona, and Oil City, Pennsylvania 
Johnstown, N.Y. and Staunton, Va. 
New and better wares were offered to 
the benchrest shooter. Kenru and 
Jordan bullets were in good supply. 
Apex, Ackley and Douglas barrels

were being pushed, while bench 
shooting gunsmiths such as Taylor 
and Robbins, Rixford, Pa.; K.E. 
Smith, San Diego, Cal.; L.E. Wilson, 
Cashmere, Wash.; Wallack and 
Holmes, Mayfield, N.Y.; and Clyde 
Hart were busy making up new and 
better rifles. 

Roy Dunlap reported on the perfor- 
mances of the .270 Savage and the 
6.5x57 cartridges. The former is a 300 
Savage case necked down to .270 
with a 28° shoulder, while the 6.5x57 
is the .257 Roberts necked up to 
6.5mm. Neither of these were ever in- 
tended to make benchrest history 
because (1) they were essentially 
hunting calibers, (2) good bullets 
were not available and (3) they had 
too much of a shoulder jolt. 

Clubs were urged to place big match 
ads in the magazine rather than bear 
the cost and work of heavy, in- 
discriminate mailing of programs.

Perhaps this is still a good idea. 

Al Marcianti, Trenton, N.J. reported 
that five or six 3/8” wide slots or V 
grooves milled into the wide fore-end 
of a heavy benchrest rifle gave im- 
proved grip, and less side to side 
movement on a loosely filled front 
sand bag. Its effectiveness ap- 
proached that of a mechanical rest, 
particularly if similar slots or grooves 
were milled into the butt stock. This 
technique is legal in IBS and NBRSA 
heavy benchrest rifle design, but is il- 
legal in the varmint and sporter 
classes which may not have ‘“‘guiding 
means.”

Having just recently entered into 
benchrest shooting, | would like to build 
up my equipment gradually and am in- 
quiring as to the value of 7/8-14 dies for 
benchrest loading. Can | make competi- 
tive ammunition with these dies? 


Yes, with the proper dies and a true 
press you can load as concentric a 
round as you can with hand dies. 

Jim and Donalee Stekl have used 
7/8-14 dies for several years and their 
success alone proves that it works. 

However, size only with a neck die and 
check the concentricity of a sized round 
before proceeding. 

Like hand dies there are good and bad 
ones. Checking the concentricity of the 
sized round is as important as checking 
the loaded round. 

The Bonanza Bench Rest dies and the 
Bonanza Co-Ax press are a combination 
that will produce very accurate ammuni- 


tion.

the case head. | read somewhere that 
such harsh treatment can alter their 
burning characteristics resulting in poor 
accuracy. 

Measurements show that the primer 
pockets of these cases are as much as 
0.003" more shallow than the others. 
The primers themselves vary in thick- 
ness by as much as .002’’ so when a 
thick primer is pressed into a shallow 
pocket it just will not seat properly. 

| have been using the B-Square Primer 
and Primer Pocket Depth Gage to 
“weed-out” the offending cases and the 
Dewey Crocogator to scrape out the 
pockets (not more than .003’’) while 
using the gage to monitor the process. 
Some sources such as RCBS have 
warned me not to mess around with 
those primer pockets and discard the 
cases. 

| realize that this could not be passed 
as a safe operation, but do you think that 
by proceeding cautiously | can eliminate 
a source of inaccuracy this way? 


Some time ago, | noticed the same 
problem you are encountering. 

| went so far as to make up a special 
cutter to bore the pockets all to the same 
depths.

Quite frankly, | could not see any im- 
provement and the project was “‘scrap- 
ped.” 

If there is a difference in ignition, | feel 
that it is so minimal that it’s not notice- 
able under normal shooting conditions. 

You will have to be the judge as to 
whether your method improves ac- 
curacy. 

Personally, I’ll have to go along with 
RCBS and suggest that you sort your 
cases to eliminate the odd ones. 

My own shooting experience has 
proven to me that the majority of the in- 
accuracy gremlins are between the 
bench and the targets. 


| have a Ruger Model 77 bolt action ri- 
fle. The problem is: when | move the 
safety from the off position to the fire 
position it makes a loud noise. The ques- 
tion is: how do | get the noise out? 


Quite honestly, | had to take a Ruger 
77 from the used gun rack and work the 
safety to recognize your problem. 

They are noisy little devils. 

After taking the thing apart and giving 
it the ‘‘once over’ | feel that a correction 
could be made by installing a nylon 
bumper which the safety button can bot- 
tom against. 

This would require a considerable 
amount of machine work to be properly 
performed and |’m afraid the cost would 
be prohibitive. 

| did notice, however, that if | placed 
only half of my thumb on the button and 
the balance firmly on the stock | could 
“brake” the fall of the safety and elimi- 
nate the noise.

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The New Shooter in Benchrest 


One of my first feelings regarding the 
duties of editor for a benchrest shooting 
magazine was that of uncertainty con- 
cerning the newness of my shooting 
amibitions along the benchrest line. 
Would | be accepted and welcomed or 
would | feel out of place because | was a 
“new” shooter? As time passed | soon 
found out that being a new shooter was 
in no way a handicap. | would like to 
enlarge upon the role of the new shooter 
in order that others may set aside any 
feelings of uncertainty and join in the 
fun of our sport. 

In every nook and cranny of the world 
there are shooters who are very in- 
terested in accuracy and go to great 
pains to make one of their rifles perform 
at a level which they feel is adequate for 
their immediate use. Whether this is a 
goal of MOA or 1/2 MOA or whatever 
else they have chosen is unimportant; 
the fact remains that they are not 
satisfied with things as they are. Here 
lies the making of a benchrest shooter 
for their prime trademark is making it a 
little better than it already is. 

For years the casual shooter will tinker 
and explore in his attempts to make 
things better. He will read whatever is 
available and apply it to his shooting till 
he feels that he has accomplished his 
goal. At that time he will set a new goal 
and move on. Most of the time he will 
carry within his soul a desire to see just 
how well his favorite rifle will compete 
but he lacks the contact or confidence to 
make the big step because he thinks that 
he will only look bad to the experienced 
shooters. 

This feeling should not persist for 
many are the oldtimers who would like to 
be able to eat that big group that they 
fired at the last match. Most likely it 
ruined their aggregate and helped to 
deflate an ego or two. On the other hand, 
one of the new shooters just might have 
been on his toes and, by playing it 
careful — like the oldtimer should have, 
managed some good groups to beat out 
the experienced competitor. In the final 
count it is the aggregate that wins the 
match, not four great ones and a sloppy 
2.500.

Ours is not an attempt to paint every 
new shooter as an immediate victor for 
his road is uphill and the going is rough. 
If desire is present and the shooter tries 
hard enough it will come in a rather 
short period of time. 

More to the point, this article is in- 
tended to shake the interested shooters 
out of the bushes and get them into their 
first benchrest match for we feel they will 
enjoy it more with knowledge that they 
are not the first to travel down that path. 

An examination of the new shooters 
who have entered the game in the last 
few years will find all ages participating 
as well as both sexes. Benchrest shoot- 
ing is advertised as a game for all who 
are interested. No great physical at- 
tributes are necessary and any person 
able to sit beside a bench and reach a 
trigger can take part. 

During the summer of 1973 several 
young ladies began to shoot and their 
reactions are interesting. 

Michelle Hart, daughter of P.J. and 
Kay Hart, began to shoot in matches for 
the first time. To watch her gave the dis- 
tinct impression that she was enjoying 
herself even when the bad groups ar- 
rived, as they always will, to spoil what 
she judged to be good shooting for her. 
Not easily discouraged she pushed on- 
ward and at the Varmint Championships 
she was fourth in the Grand Aggregate 
for juniors with a .5934. Interesting 
enough is that the three boys ahead of 
her, Curtis Gates, Karl Ohaus and Fran- 
cis Vahle, Jr., all fall into the category of 
new shooters for they have relatively few 
years of experience yet they do quite 
well and may be a threat at any time ina 
close match. 

Another young lady by the name of 
Jeanne Stickler began her shooting at 
the Powder Puff match and got in- 
terested enough to try it again at the 
South Creek match on October 13 and 
14. We all know how she did at the 
Powder Puff match for she won that 
event with ease and we will not talk too 
much about the South Creek match for 
all of us were hurt by the switching 
winds that day. To simplify it all let’s say 
that there were many men who would 


have taken her aggregate for the day. To 
these shooting ladies, and any who are 
thinking of joining them, we say 
welcome and good shooting. 

The new shooter is entering into a 
sport where the basics are oft-times 
covered over by a lot of individual tech- 
niques that each shooter is certain are 
the secrets to his success, or imminent 
success. Don’t let this stand in the way 
for once a shooter can assemble his am- 
munition efficiently and shoot accurately 
the little things will come. It is best 
stated by Jon Smeigh, the 1973 Heavy 
Varmint and 1,000 Yard champion. Jon 
says: “If you think it helps — it helps.” 
Aside from it all that is pretty much true 
and all of us can remember being beaten 
by someone who just knows the basics 
and whips the feathers off of us. 

Each new shooter will enter his first 
match with a desire to do well and a belly 
full of butterflies. As time passes so will 
the butterflies although they never com- 
pletely vanish and are often seen float- 
ing by in the middle of a good group 
when you need all of your concentration 
to put the last two in the same hole as 
the first three. The groups will shrink as 
experience takes over and in time the 
shooter will feel like he was one of the 
original shooters. The original fears are 
gone and anew, most enjoyable, sport is 
started. 

Much evidence could be presented to 
prove that new shooters do win matches 
but we will make only a few statements 
along those lines for our experience is 
rather limited and the known list of new 
shooters and their accomplishments is 
far larger than what we have been ex- 
posed to in one year. Each reader proba- 
bly Knows several shooters who started 
recently and experienced success in 
some form within a short time. Let that in 
itself be encouragement to those who 
would like to start competition but are 
holding back for some reason known 
only to themselves. 

A common feeling is that the new 
shooter feels he is not good enough to 
enter a match yet. Many people have ex- 
pressed a desire that they would like to 
go to Camp Perry and participate in the 
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High Power Rifle Championships with 
me but that they are not.good enough 
yet. | have news for them — if only those 
who were able to win the National 
Championships were to attend there 
would be only about 50 shooters at the 
matches each year. All of us who attend 
have an inner desire to do well and 
perhaps win a match or class award 
along the way but we know full well that 
we are not going to take home the big 
one. It is the experience, the fellowship 
and the pleasure that we go for, not win- 
ning in itself. That is a pleasant sidelight. 
Being welcome is a feeling that all of 
us like to feel and in the game of 
benchrest shooting the new shooter can 
put aside any worries that he may have 
in this area for most ranges and shooters 
go out of their way to see to it that you, 
as a new shooter, are made welcome. 
They may not carry your rifle for you or 
pay your entry fees but they will, in their 
own little way, communicate to you that 
they are glad to have you. This feeling is 
hard to miss and it is a good one. 
There are few sports where a partici- 
pant can be seen loaning his rifle to a 
fellow in trouble so that he can finish an 
aggregate or group. Many a bullet or 
primer is on permanent loan because 
some shooter forgot his and had to bor- 
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row to get through the match. Most are 
returned but they are never turned over 
to a collection agency if the loan is 
forgotten. Such is the way with 
benchresters. 

No attempt will be made here to draw 
up a set of requirements for the match 
winning rifle but a few basic tools are 
needed if a new shooter is to compete. 
First a rifle which falls within the various 
classifications is necessary. The Sporter 
class carries a weight limit of 10 1/2 
pounds and a caliber restriction of .23 or 
bigger. The Light Varmint is the same 
weight with no caliber restriction. Heavy 
Varmint is 13 1/2 pounds. 

Most shooters who attempt it with 
their woodchuck rifles will fall into the 
first three classes so the Heavy Bench 
and Experimental classes are out at the 
beginning although they offer a lot of fun 
and provide an easy way to pick up the 
basics if the proper equipment is handy. 
Look for these two classes to go places 
in the next few years. 

In addition to the rifle the shooter will 
need enough ammo to carry him through 
6 five shot matches plus as many 
sighters as he will wish to shoot. Plenty 
is.better than just a few. Add a front rest 
with sandbag and a rear sandbag and 
the essentials are complete. Throw in a 


set of hearing protectors to protect the 
ears from the noise under the bench roof 
and you have it all. Pay your entry fees 
and go to it. 

As time and desire dictate (along with 
money) a benchrest rifle may be built or 
purchased but many shooters get 
through a season with equipment they 
bought for other purposes. Over the 
period of a few seasons the extra equip- 
ment can be made, bought or traded un- 
til the proper set is assembled. For any 
of us to make one big jump and start in 
this shooting game is impractical for the 
initial outlay is high; but over the long 
haul it evens out to a more practical 
figure. Don’t defeat it by trying to start 
too big at the beginning. 

Assuming that the shooter is slightly 
interested he will enter his new sport 
with a reservoir of information that he 
thinks is important to him and, most 
likely, he will have read and inquired as 
to all of the various techniques and 
problems of making a rifle as accurate 
as possible and will be doing all that he 
can to make himself as capable with that 
rifle as possible. Knowing that this is a 
highly competitive game he will have 
taken as many steps as he possibly can 
to make a good showing. The new 
benchrest shooter of today has more

going for him than did the new shooter 
of the 50’s and his preparation for com- 
petition has been quite complete. 

Within each relationship the partici- 
pants stand a chance to give as well as 
receive something of lasting value. The 
new shooter will receive experiences 
and friendships that cannot be forgot- 
ten. He will give to the sport a set of 
values that we need and are most ap- 
preciative. 

The first is enthusiasm. We all grow 
tired of telling each other the why and 
how of what we did. The new shooter 
has never heard it and we have a ready 
ear to absorb all that we wish to share. 
On the other hand he has the same 
enthusiasm and is most interested in 
sharing his ideas with us. This is one of 
those situations where both of us can 
gain from the story. 

New ideas are a valuable bonus with 
the new shooter. Sometimes the solution 
to a problem lies just under the surface 
and the old experienced shooter has 
long since dug deeper than that and 
missed it on the way by. The new shooter 
comes along and in stirring up the 
leaves of inquisitiveness finds the solu- 
tion. 

This was brought to mind some time 
ago when one of my students asked me 
why | was not explaining a particular 
item in easier terms. The answer was 
that | was so deeply involved in it that | 
had overlooked this most basic piece of 
information. The teacher learned a little 
that day. Perhaps the new idea of the 
new shooter is new to him only and we 
can guide him along the correct route at 
a considerable savings of time and 
money but maybe he is on the right track 
and we can all gain from it. This is good! 

Challenge is a big word to many peo- 
ple and it is another quality that the new 
shooter brings to our game. He is 
challenging us and the challenge must 
be met. Think what a dull game this 
would be if there were no new 
challenges. The same bunch of guys 
would have to take turns winning. With 
more new faces the winnings can be 
spread around a bit more. If everyone 
gets a taste of the pie from time to time 
the bakery can stay open longer. This 
applies to shooting as well. If we over- 
look the development of new potential 
our sport will slow and become stag- 
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nant. The new shooter keeps this from 
happening. 

Checking with past events indicates 
that the new shooter will continue to ap- 
pear in varying numbers and he will con- 
tinue to win matches after a relatively 
short period of time. This winning is 
often attributed to luck but examine your 
last win. Did part of that fall to lady luck? 
We think a bit of it did and the new 
shooter has no more of a monopoly on 
luck than the rest of us. Chances are 
good that he made his ‘“‘Luck’”’ by being 
prepared for what he planned to do and 


then doing it. 

Whether the new shooter chooses to 
begin in a registered match or start at a 
local club event does not matter. We 
suggest that one of the winter matches 
would make a good place to give it a try. 
The informal atmosphere at these events 
is perfect for getting necessary ex- 
perience and aid. 

Now is the time for those of you who 
are thinking of shooting to get into ac- 
tion and make plans for your first match. 
You will enjoy it and we will enjoy having 
you shoot with us.

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Benchrest Down Under — 


On the 1st February, 1977 the S.S.A.A. 
Benchrest fraternity became the proud 
recipient of identity brazzards and top 
ten patches for major National events. 
S.S.A.A. patches have been proudly 
adhered to shooters’ jackets since 1950, 
but identifying one’s forte within the As- 
sociation has become the in thing over 
the last couple of years with Running 
Boar, Field Rifle, Lever Action and now 
Benchrest evolving out of facet pride. 

The existence of the identity brazzards 
have been mooted for quite a while but 
the demand reached a crescendo late in 
1975 after the ‘‘Destination Down 
Under” contingent arrived at the ranges 
sporting Top 10 Patches from all major 
stateside shoots. But like everyone else, 
everyone demanded or requested but no 
one stepped forward; either too busy, no 
inspiration or the harried leave-it-to- 
someone-else attitude. 

At the National Benchrest Committee 
meeting held at Easter 1976 a volunteer 
“conscript” with no time but plenty of 
know how and willingness to act step- 
ped forward in the shape of Herb 
Balerius. Herb is one of Australia’s top 
benchrest competitors who, as a home 
designer and builder, has the great gift 
of ideas by the dozen and is successfully 
able to convert the ideas to paper so that 
the finished product is exactly the way 
he visualized it, and a delight to all. 

Herb, with the three Benchrest 
Brazzards, brings his total of accepted 
cloth and metal designs within the 
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The Australian Scene

S.S.A.A. confines to six, having 
designed A.C.T.’s Firearms Proficiency 
Patch, the National Field Rifle Shooter 
Patch and Award Badges and now the 
Benchrest Identity brazzard along with 
the Nationals and Super Shoot Top Ten 
brazzards. Of these six only two may be 
purchased; the remainder must be won 
either by competition or examination. In 
passing, | should also like to inform you 
that Herb not only designed but 
manufactured many trophies for 
Benchrest and Field Rifle events within 
his state — Australian Capitol Territory. 

The Benchrest Shooter Patch was the 
culmination of forty (40) hours work. So 
that all states could have a say in the 
final design the six Valerius designs 
were submitted to all National Benchrest 
delegates to vote preferences 1 and 2. 
Eight weeks later the voting was 
returned and tabulations resulted in 
Design No. 6 being the overall favorite. 
Herb has since confessed to me that the 
chosen design was the one he con- 
sidered to be his best effort and secretly 
hoped that the other delegates would 
see it the same way. He kept this infor- 
mation to himself and never at any time 
exhibited a preference. | know he now 
feels very justified. Herb started with a 
basic idea (No. 1) and improved and in- 
corporated new ideas into each suc- 
cessive dsign until at No. 6 he felt he had 
incorporated everything that should be 
depicted. 

To describe the brazzard is an unen- 


viable task and if my photography efforts 
do not suffice for reproduction with the 
column Ritchie Moorhead has a sample, 
courtesy of the S.S.A.A. (National) Ex- 
ecutive Officers, and next time you see 
him at the range bug him for a peek. Do 
that anyway as black and white does not 
do justice to the patch. 

The brazzard is circular, 3’ in 
diameter, and bears an abstract fac- 
simile of the map of Australia with a 
benchrest rifle (full technical data not 
supplied) complete with scope and trig- 
ger guard, on a benchrest stand and 
sand bag; all mounted on a bench top 
across the face of the map area. The col- 
or scheme is predominently gold, blue 
and white which are the officially recog- 
nized colors of S.S.A.A. The edging is 
1/4” wide gold stitching, 3/8” of white 
with the words ‘‘Sporting Shooters 
Assoc. of Australia” in a semi-circle and 
the words ‘“‘Benchrest Shooter’ on the 
base semi-circle. The map of Australia is 
edged in royal blue and surrounded in 
the same color which denotes the fact 
that Australia is an island bounded on all 
of the coastline by the sea. The bench 
top and rifle are tan and the scope, 
stand, sand bag and trigger guard are 
black. The outlines of the stainless bar- 
rel is edged in black. 

The badge is produced by loom run 
and the quality of manufacture high- 
lights, and is worthy of, the foresighted 
and excellent designing of Herb 
Valerius. Price-wise the badge is not 
retailing excessively and before | receive 
a multitutde of inquiries, | will inform you 
that the S.S.A.A. (National) has given me 
authority, as National Secretary to sell 
the badges outside our shores.

Benchrest Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about 
the sport of Bench Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 

The act of Bench Shooting con- 
sists of sitting at a bench with a rifle 
resting on sand bags. Ths object of 
this position is to eliminate, as much 
as possible, the errors encounted in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a sport, 
competitive or individual. The per- 
sonal satisfaction gained in the 
ability to place one bullet on top of 
another, thus making a one hole 
group at 100 Yards and often at 200 
Yards, has captivated an enthus- 
iastic interest of many shooters for 
this kind of sport. It is particularly 
suited to both men and women who 
are not interested in indulging in the 
more vigorous or active sports. 
Therefore many Bench Shooters are 
of the older set. This does not mean, 
however, that it does not present a 
challange to the younger shooter; it 
will engage and tax his capabilities 
as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated in the 
years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected 
the most appealing Bench Class, it 
is very important that he attends 
some of the Matches.

THE MINI ACTION 


Wichita Engineering and Supply has 
added a new action to their benchrest 
action series which was introduced last 
summer. It is called the Mini Bench Rest 
Action and it is asomewhat new concept 
in actions. It is, first of all, only 5.250” 
long. This is possible because there is 
no loading port in the side of the action. 
The bolt has a shell holder face, offered 
in sizes to fit any case head. Outside 
diameter is 1.375’. Barrel thread is .875” 
deep and the thread is 1’’-16 tpi. The bolt 
has three locking lugs which are 1.620”

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long. With a Remington 40X trigger in- 
stalled it weighs in at 1 Ib., 14 oz. 

Bolt travel on closure is 60 degrees. 
The bolt is, of course, removed for load- 
ing and reloading. The action does not 
come with a trigger but, like the other 
actions offered by Wichita Engineering, 
takes a Remington trigger or any trigger 
that will fit a Remington 600 or 700 
series. Canjar and Hart will fit. 

The action has two bolts to hold it in 
the stock. One is just forward of the trig- 
ger, the other just forward of the bolt 
face. The action is blued as is the shroud 
at the rear of the bolt. The rest of the bolt 
is finished in the white but with a satin 
finish. The bolt handle is brazed on to 
the bolt body and, from the looks of it, is 
done before the finishing of the internal 
area of the bolt. It is well brazed indeed; 
failure appears out of the question. The 
bolt cocks on opening. Firing pin fall is 
just over one quarter inch. 

The shell-holder bolt face fits the case 
head very closely and is properly 
designed to avoid applying any pres- 
sure on the case rim when a case is 
chambered. This is an important point. 
Side pressure on the rim of the case from 
extractor pressure can be detrimental to 
accuracy in some rifles. One example 
comes to mind. 

A Remington bolt had a new extractor 
installed. The extractor was deformed, 
resulting in excessive pressure on the 
rim from the side when the case was in 
the chamber. The rifle performed poorly. 
The bent extractor was replaced with 
another properly installed and group 
size improved drastically. 

Another feature in this little action is 
the ability to adjust the firing pin protru- 
sion, .050’’ being desirable. This should 
be done by a qualified gunsmith. Incor- 
rectly done, misfires or punctured pri- 
mers can be the result. 

There is no recoil lug. The rear of the 
action is flat and, properly bedded, acts 


as the recoil lug. Another savings in 
weight. 

Upon first inspection, the lines of this 
action might be unacceptable to those 
hampered by the tradition of action 
design. Missing is the rear tang. The rear 
of the action is cut off square, the bolt 
shroud filling the bolt guide, and con- 
toured to the diameter of the action 
body. Add its shortness and nothing 
about it is in the past tradition of actions. 
All the shortcomings of light actions pre- 
viously required in the Light Varmint and 
Sporter classes are missing. Maximum 
action wall thickness is possible. The 
missing loading port and bolt stop make 
this a short stiff tube, reducing action 
vibration to the very minimum. This ac- 
tion is a step in the right direction as far 
as I’m concerned. | would prefer a short 
extension forward around the barrel for 
added bedding area. 

A factor to be considered if a shell 
holder bolt is being utilized is the 
amount of area at the web of the case 
which will be unsupported behind the 
chamber. The Mini action does very well 
here, better than any action checked in 
the past; .130’. This is well into the mid 
point of the web of most case makes. 

This action is a likely candidate for the 
10 1/2 pound Light Varmint and Sporter 
rifles. The growing practice of the 
“glued in” form of bedding should find 
this action an excellent candidate for 
such a rig. (See the excellent write-up 
on this system and the procedures re- 
quired in P.S., March 1974, “Epoxy Bar- 
rel-Bedding Method” by Jim Stekl.) Bed- 
ded in the traditional manner, action and 
two to three inches under the barrel, this 
action should do well. Because the two 
bedding screws are equally spaced to 
the mid point of total bedding stress dis- 
tribution over the bedded area is ex- 
cellent.

Measuring A 


With match action just around the cor- 
ner many shooters will be making plans 
for the small groups and aggregates 
that they are sure they will shoot all 
summer long. Their faith in the 
measuring of these targets is almost 
complete yet many of them have never 
seen a target being measured. Figuring 
of an aggregate beyond 100 yards may 
also be new to them. For those who 
have a desire to understand this 
process we are placing it before you. 

The shooting of the group starts the 
process. After the target crew removes 
the target, inserts a new one, checks 
the backers to verify the presence of 
the correct number of shots, returns to 
the safety of their target center and 
removes the target from the target 
holder the measuring crew takes over 
and performs their chore with accuracy 
and speed. 


Step one is establishing a center line 
through the widest holes of the group. If 
several ways look close the target will carry 
several guide lines. 


The first hands estimate the longest 
distance between centers of the widest 
shots and a light line is marked to 
guide the measuring tool. If several 
directions look similar there are two or 
more lines. This initial check saves 
considerable time in that the operator 
of the measuring tool can concentrate 
on measuring.

The group is scaled for approximate size as 
both a guide and double-check for the 
measurer. 


Step two is the scaling of the target. 
This is done with a fine scale and ser- 
ves as a guide for the operator of the 
measuring tool. Often the scaling will 
correspond to the actual measurement 
within .005, although an effort is made 
to get within .010. Most of the target 
crews get really good at scaling a 
target prior to measuring. 

Guided by the scaled estimate (it is 
only that) the target is now measured 
by placing a vernier caliper which is 
equipped with a Sweaney measuring 
guide (named for its inventor) over the 
target in question. 


The measuring tool with the retractable pin 
and plastic guide attached. Note the .224. 
6mm and .30 cal. scribe marks inside the 
scribed guide line for the group center. 


Bench Rest Target 


This combination tool consists of a 
caliper (dial) which has been altered by 
the addition of a retractable pin to the 
head end and of a plastic sheet to the 
side away from the operator. 


The Sweaney is anchored so the guide cir- 
cle is over the left hole of the group. 


The retractable pin is pushed into the 
target only when the operator is 
satisfied that the guide line on the 
Sweaney is in line with the guide line 
which was placed on the target by the 
measuring crew and the dial is at the 
zero point with the proper bullet guide 
centered over the left hole (or left side 
of a one holer) in the group. 


The guide circle is moved to the right hole of 
the group and the dial caliper is read to give 
the measurement. 
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Next the caliper is operated until the 
right hole (or side of a one holer) is 
centered within the proper bullet guide. 
The Sweaney has bullet guides for .224 
6mm and .30 scribed along a common 
center line. The measurements are 
taken using this guide hole. 

It is interesting to note that the hole 
in the paper may not be exactly the 
same as the circle scribed on the tool. 
This is one reason why it is a good idea 
to always have at least one clean bullet 
hole in your sighter target. A bullet hole 
in the paper that measures smaller than 
the guide can be compensated for by 
the operator to give a more accurate 
measurement. Instead of placing the 
left edge of the guide on the visible 
edge of the group the operator can 
center the bullet halo within the guide 
to equal the variation shown by the 
sighter bullet hole. From this a more 
honest measurement is obtained. 

Although it may appear that this is 
not much to worry about the target 
crews tell me that it is definitely worth 
doing for it comes out in favor of the 
shooters on many occasions. It is better 
to be safe than sorry, especially when a 
record target is at stake. 


The measuring tool in actual use under the 
magnifier and light. 


Having put the pin in the target so 
that the tool cannot move the operator 
carefully aligns the guide with the other 
side of the group and reads the dial. 
This is done under a magnifier to allow 
for finer work. Many times the operator 
will double check a reading to be sure. 
It is here that the scaling takes a place 
as the operator of the measuring tool 
will check this against the acutal 
reading as a safeguard. If anything ap- 
pears wrong the target is measured 
again. 

Still another hand takes the target 
and records the group size behind the 
competitors name and target number. 
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When all five record targets are entered 
the aggregate for that stage of the 
shooting is figured and the target goes 
to the wailing wall. : 


We all anticipate the hanging of the target 
on the wailing wall with mixed emotions. 


Most shooters know that the 100 yard 
aggregate is figured by adding the five 
record targets and dividing by five to 
come up with the aggregate in MOA, 
which is a 100 yard base. No big 
problem arises here. 

Moving to the 200 yard line the 
problem is compounded because the 
aggregate must be reduced to MOA 
from its actual measurement. Using the 
following example it looks like this: 

Groups of .980, 1.232, .341, 1.180 and 
.987 add up to 4.720 inches. By far the 
easiest method of reducing this to MOA 
is simply to move the decimal point one 
mark to the left. It is now .4720 MOA. If 
you are using your pocket calculator 
just divide the 4.720 by 10 and you get 
the same thing. This can now be added 
to the 100 yard aggregate for the grand 
aggregate figure in MOA. Not too bad, 
really! 


At 300 yards the flypaper gets a bit 
stickier but it is a system that can work 
once it is understood. The following 
example will carry it to completion for 
you. 

Groups of 1.014, 1.455, 1.690, 1.144 
and .780 at the 300 yard line add up to 
6.0835 inches. To immediately get this 
to the MOA figure divide in your 
calculator by 15 and the result is .4055 
MOA. 

To couple this to the 200 yard 
aggregate simply add .4720 and .4055 
to get .8775. Divide this by two and 
.4387 is the grand aggregate for that 
particular 200-300 yard event. 

Either the pencil or the calculator will 
produce the same situation. For those 
who do not trust the pencil (| am in that 
group as | was bribed to pass high 
school algebra) the calculator makes 
life completely easy and the numbers 
come out so nicely. 

No matter how you do the work the 
end result is a set of figures exactly like 
the ones the measuring crew will use. If 
your set of figures differs from the ones 
posted the measuring crews request 
and invite you to check with them for 
there just might be a mistake which 
they did not catch. Being human and 
extremely busy this could happen on 
any one of the thousands of targets 
measured during a championship 
match. 

At this point it must be noted that the 
measuring crews of all our ranges are 
extremely efficient and produce very 
exacting aggregates time after time. 
Little does the average competitor 
worry about what they do yet without 
them the match would be a giant 
nothing or a totally inaccurate mess. 
May we suggest that you pass along a 
kind word to them or buy them a coffee 
on one of their not too frequent breaks 
between relays. 

Now that you know how to measure a 
target why not get out there and shoot 
a group that they cannot measure. 
Good iuck!!

shooters use 14” twist and 168 HPBT 
bullets. The 12” twist is needed for 190 
to 200 grain match bullets. 

Match bullets for the .308 are very 
good and will generally shoot as well as 
the .22 and the 6mm. Home fabricated 
.308 bullets are always the equal of .22 
and 6mm when properly made. In the 
heavy guns where recoil is not a large 
factor the .308 will out-shoot the smaller 
calibers if heavy wind conditions are 
present. In the Varmint and Hunter rifles 
recoil can make the .308 a detriment. 

| use both the Lyman Super 
Targetspot and the Redfield 3200 on‘all 
calibers used at the bench without 
difficulty. Since the Lyman and the 
Unertl are mounted to slide forward on 
recoil, they should be even less affected 
than a solidly mounted scope.

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Why We Have 
A Backer System 


by R. R. Moorhead 


From December, 1974 


There are times when the necessity of 
a backer system, and all of its time con- 
suming care, is discussed and the opi- 
nion of some is that it really is not that 
important. Presented at this time is one 
set of evidence as to how this system 
helped some shooters. 

On September 29, at Council Cup 
range, Ron Brothers was shooting in his 
first IBS match and was not doing too 
terribly bad on one 200 yard group. In 
fact when he finished it was just a nice 
little cluster. 

All of a sudden he noticed, while ad- 
miring his handiwork, that the hole was 
growing in size. Of course he panicked 
and reported it to the range officer. 
When it was all over the target carried 
his five shots and the five shots of 
another competitor. 

The target crew was alerted and the 
target, plus backers, was returned to the 
scoring shed for the referees to clarify. 


The target, shown here, carried a 
group which measured a neat .587 which 
would have pleased many shooters that 
day. 

As things began to unravel it was dis- 
covered that another new shooter, 
James Maher had done the crossfiring 
from 8 benches away. Both shooters 
were a little anxious about the whole 
thing for one feared that he would lose a 
good group and the other was feeling 
sorry that he had ruined another com- 
petitors group. | never heard him worry 
about his own loss. Such is the way with 
competitive shooters. 

As Clyde Hart began to look into the 
matter he soon discovered that the mov- 


ing backer showed ten holes and the 
stationary backer revealed two nice 
groups with one located to the left of the 
other. Now for the measuring. The back- 
er would have to serve as the record 
measurement for each target.

The crossfire shown here involved a neat .450 
target, on the right, and a good .587 which 
was crossfired on it from eight benches 
away. The .587 went to James Maher who 
also picked up a .500 penalty for 1.087. Ron 
Brothers is the owner of the .450 which might 
have been lost without the backer system to 
pick it up. The neat trick here is that each 
group can be superimposed in the large hole 
and almost identified. 


Brothers came away from the incident 
with a neat .450 group as shown on the 
right side of the picture which shows the 
entire backer plus the front target. Here 
is evidence that a good group cannot be 
ruined by a crossfire. 

Maher received a .587 group as his 
shots enlarged the group to its maximum 
size. In addition the penalty for a 
crossfire at 200 yards was added. That 
being .500 the group now measured a 
fair 1.087. He still had a chance for some 
shooters had made much larger groups 
all by themselves without penalties. 
Maher’s group is the one on the left of 
the picture and it was quite respectable 
in its own right. 

Fortunately this story had a happy 
ending for neither shooter walked away 
from it as a lost or rejected competitor. 
Surveying the chances for a crossfire we 
find it rather common. What makes this 
one so interesting is that the crossfire 
almost entered the same holes as the 
original group. How many times would 
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be needed to repeat this accident with 
similar results? We think it would take a 
good many. 

At the next argument over the backer 
system it might be a good idea to whip 
out your copy of Precision Shooting and 
settle the value of this system for all 
time. It is really great when it can untie a 
problem of this nature and still keep all 
parties quite happy in the process.
